WEST VIRGINIA 
CAPITOL BURNS 

ONE KILLED. SEVERAL HURT AND 
VALUABLE RECORDS L08T; 
AMMUNITION EXPLODES, 



Charleston. W. Va- The Capitol 
building of West Virginia waa destroy- 
ed by tire lute Monday. One laborer 
was ktllyd, a hreman Injured seriously 
and several other fire fighters hurt 
when a section of roof under which 
they were standing oawed In. The spec- 
tacular nature of the fire was enhanc- 
ed when much ammunition, stored on 
the third floor of the building, explod- 
ed. 

Within four hours after the lire was 
discovered the Capitol building, con- 
taining the Governor's office. Hlale 
Departments and priceless records, waa 
nothing but a mass of smoking ruins. 

Slate officials made no attempt to 
estimate the loss, but they said that 
the records destroyed, upon which no 
insurance was carried, could not be 
replaced, and lhat It was Impossible 
to estimate their value. 

Some Stale records were saved by 
rlerka, officiate and tlremeu, who car- 
ried Ihem from Ihe burning building. 

The Capitol building, erected In 
1X81 nt a cost of more than $4nn.nni>. 
Is believed to have been the only brick 
cnpltol In the United Stales. State 
officials said lhal the building was 
valued at approximately 11,250,000. 
Effort to Move Capitol. 

Followlcs veportB from Clarksburg 
that agitation has been Started there 
for the removal of the capltol from 
Charleston state officlnla expressed 
their opinion lhat the aeal of the state 
government will remain In Charleston. 

Governor) Cornwell said there Is no 
probability that Ihe capilol will be re- 
moved. He Intimated that he will rec- 
ommend to the legislature 1 when It con- 
venes next week that provisions be 
blade Immediately for the construction 
of another building In Charleston. 

Following the meeting of the board 
of public works, the committee ap- 
pointed by that body to make provis- 
ions for the convening of the legisla- 
ture, announced that the sessions of 
the two houses will be held as planned 
on January 12. 

The house of delegates will hold Its 
MM ons In the llaplist temple .adjoin- 
ng the state grounds and the state 
senate will convene In the Y. M. C. A, 
auditorium adjoining the executive 
mansion. 

Governor Cornwell speaks of the 
capltol lire as something "little short 
of a calamity," because of the destruc- 
tion of records In the several depart- 
ments. The extent of this damage pan 
not he ascertained until the vaults are 
opened and the condition of the con- 
tents disclosed. 

The loss In money will not be heavy, 
the governor says, because of six mil- 
lion dollars' of Insurance carried In a 
blanket policy on all the state build- 
ings. 



The next big enterprise ahead of the 
people of Lawrence county Is the build- 
ing of a good road from the county seat 
to Die Morgan and BlUott county lines 
hy wuy of Hlalne town. 

We say Ihls Is a Job for the people 
of Lawrence county because In the 
building of the main thoroughfares 
there should be no division of effort or 

•entltnenL ah should pun together for 

the main roads. They can not all come 
at once, but all will be accomplished 
much sooner by harmonious effort than I 
by dividing Into factions. Local fights 
retard the general welfare of the coun- , 
ty In ull things. Let us try to keep a 
broader vision and a better spirit. 

The situation at present Is thai we' 
huve a certain amount of Ihe bond Is- 
sue, voted by the people to be expend- 
ed on the road to Hlaine. We believe 
In keeping faith with the people In a 
mailer of this kind. The Hlaine road 
was one of four named In ihe court 
oulers and In Ihe campaign. The tre- 
mendous majority by which this bond 
Issue carried leaves no room to doubt 
the will of our cltlxens. 
The expenditure of this money should 
bo carefully made. The fiscal court 
bus authorized Die employment of ail 
engineer to locate the road. This Is 
the proper step, und the engineer 
shou'd be given u free hand In making 
the location. If competent and hun- 
esl, lh« engineer will do the right 
thing. No other kind of man should 
be employed. t 

The advice of an engineer consulted 
about this matter Is lhal what money 
we have for this roule should be spent 
on drainage and permanent culverts, 
with whatever grading there Is that 
jdemands Immediate attention. The wis- 
dom of such a course Is apparent. 
1 UraliiBge 1b the first and last require- 
ment of a good road. 

Another very Important move that 
should be started is to secure the 
strongest man possible as Representa- 
tive In the Legislature from the Law- 
rence- Klllott district. The primary of 
next August will nominate and the 
Representative will be elected In No- 
vember. He should be commuted tu 
devote his greatest efforts toward gel- 
ling the Ulalne road added to the Slate 
system, thus bringing State and Fed- 
eral aid to It. 

This Is not a wild dream. It Is en- 
tirely feasible, unless the present Fed- 
eral law should be changed: but we 
should work for what Is In sight, hop- 
ing this will not occur. 

One strong argument Is the fact that 
a Federal uld road In West Virginia 
comes to Fort Clay, Just across the 
river from Louisa. This makes an In- 
terstate road. Extended through West 
Liberty and to a connection with the 
present Stale and Federal system It 
would bo a very Important Inlet and 
outlet for a large teriltory otherwise 
Inaccessible for general travel. Also, II 
would be the only cross route from the 
Big Sandy Valley directly toward the 
llluegrass country. 

The Point Route Also. 

The other road specltied In the bond 
issue election was up the Point to 
Martin county. The fiscal court In- 
cluded this In the order for employ- 
ing an engineer. This road Is entitled 
to the same consideration as the oth- 
er routes named and should have the 
same careful attention. It is not as 
long or as difficult as the Blaine road. 
More will bo said about It later.

At the 
expiration of the terms of the incum- 
bents ,the office of county superinten- 
dent will cease to be tlll«d hy elections 
and the new hoards will appoint super- 
Inlendenls.

KENTUCKY COAL 
INDUSTRY GAINS 



OUTPUT IN 1920 IS 4,500,000 TONS 
GREATER THAN IN YEAR 
BEFORE. 



Kentucky's greatest Industry — pro- 
duction of coal— continued Its marvel- 
ous growth In 1920. Output of the 881 
mines aggregated 35,000.000 tons, ac- 
cording to an estimate made by Lnw- 
ton Ulenklnsopp, Stale .Mine Inspector, 
from reports to his office at Frankfort. 
In liflfl .11,550,000 tons were produced. 
Only four Slates exceeded Kentucky's 
-output. They were: Illinois, West 
Vlrglnlu. l'ennsylvanla and Ohio. 

Without complete reports from 227 
of the 881 mines, reports up to Sep- 
tember t, 1920, showed a production of 
U r;ux9 tons In that period the 
loading producing counties were Pike. 
Harlan, Letcher, Muhlenberg and 
Hopkins Floyd county in the eight 
months period thia year 'produced 
1,098,560 tons, with reports Incomplete 
from 67 mines, compared with 1,004,631 
for the entire year 1919.

Growth of Industry. 

Kentucky began producing coal in 
182$, and records have been fairly well 
kept since that time. But in the 52 
years from 1828 to 1890. the State pro- 
lUcad a total of less tons of coal, by 
several millions, than the amount now 
mined In a single year. It now pro- 
duces as much In two years ns It did 
in the entiie decade from 1898 to 1907, 
when 70.000.000 tons were lifted from 
the mines. 

From 1911 to 1918, Inclusive, eight 
years, the State produced 17ii.ln 234 
ions, as against 167,971,800 tons p o- 
ductK) in the period from 1828 to 1910, 
Inclusive. 

It 1b said lhat the production would 
have been much larger, In both East- 
ern and Western fields. 1f the ship- 
ping facilities had been sufficient. The 
act is Dial the allotment of cars was 
far below the capacity of the mines.

Building Roads Will 

Give Large Employment 



The London report says that there 
are a million unemployed men In Eng- 
land and that fully three-fourths of 
them huve families or others depend- 
ent upon them. The situation Is de- 
scribed aa being "most grave." The 
government has been appealed to for 
relief. The Labor party has asked the 
government either to find work for the 
unemployed or to pay each man forty 
shillings a week and each woman 
twenty-five shillings, with additional 
allowances fur dependents. Reports 
say that the government plans soon to 
provide work for tlfty to sixty thou ■ 
sand on public buildings and that the 
matter of further relief is under care- 
ful consideration. The number out of 
employment is rapidly growing In this 
country. One suggestion — and It seems 
to us to be a wise suggestion — is that 
large sums of money already appro- 
priated for road-building be used all 
over the country at this time. The 
money is sufficient to put several hun- 
dred thousand men to work, and even 
If it costs a little more to build roads 
now than it will cost a little later It 
should not be put 'off. since men need 
,ie work and the country peeda the 
roads. The mild weather eo far this 
winter has t-een a great blessing in 
keeping down fuel and clothing ex 
I icnses hut every b.-vty 
work. Let's build roaf

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WEST VIRGINIA 
CAPITOL BURNS 



ONE KILLED, SEVERAL HURT AND 
VALUABLE RECORDS LOST) 
AMMUNITION EXPLODES. 



Charleston. W. Va The Capitol 
building of West Virginia waa deatroy- 
ed by tire lute Monday. One laborer 
was kill, i a fireman Injured seriously 
and several other tire flghtera hurt 
when a aecilon or roof under which 
they were standing oavisl In. The spec- 
tacular nature of the fire waa enhanc- 
ed win u much ammunillon, atored on 
tin third II.. ' of thr building, explod- 
ed. 

Within four hours after the tire waa 
discovered the Capitol building, con- 
taining the Governor's office. Slute 
Departments and priceless records, waa 
nothing but a mass of smoking rums. 

State officials made no attempt to 
estimate the loss, but they said that 
the records destroyed, upon which no 
Insurance was carried, could not he 
replaced, and thai it was impossible 
lo estimate their value. 

Some Stale records were aaved by 
Clerka, officials and firemen, who car- 
ried them rrom the burning building. 

The Capitol building, erected in 
1KKI at a cost of more than HOt.ooo. 
Is beln vi. 1 to have been the only brick 
capital In the United States. State 
olTlclala wild that the building waa 
vn hied at approximately ll.2SO.000. 
Effort to Move Capitol. 

Following vreports from Clarksburg 
that agitation haa been started there 
for the removal of the capltol from 
Charleston stale officials expressed 
their opinion that the seat of the stnle 
government will remain In Charleston. 

Coventor, Cornwell said there la no 
probability Hint the capltol will be. re- 
moved. He Intimated that he will rec- 
ommend to the legislature when It 00n'- 
venoa next week that provisions be 
made Immediately for the construction 
of another building In Charleston. 

Following the meeting of the board 
of public works, the committee ap- 
pointed by that body to make provis- 
ions for the convening of the legisla- 
ture, announced that the aeaslons of 
the two houses will be held as planned 
on January 12. - 

The houae or delegates will hold Its 
sessions In the llaptlst temple .adjoln- 
ng the stnte grounds and the stale 
senate will convene In Ihe Y. M. C. A. 
auditorium adjoining the executive 
mansion. 

Governor Cornwell speaks of the 
.•npltol lire as something "little short 
of a calamity," because of the destruc- 
tion of records In the several depart- 
ments. The extent of this damage can- 
not be ascertained until the vaults are 
opened <tld the condition of the con- 
tents disclosed. 

The loss In money will not be heavy, 
the gove rnor says, because of six mil - 
lion dollar*' of insurance carried In a 
blnnket policy on all the state hulld- 
Inge. 

Another Foreigner Gets 
Good State Appointment 



The next big enterprise ahead of the 
people of Ijiwrence county Is tha build- 
ing of a good road from the county seat 
to the Morgan and BlUott county llnea 
by way of Blaine town. / 

We aay this is a Job for /he people 
of Lawrence county becaruae In Un- 
building of the main thoroughfares 
there should be no division of effort or 
sentiment All should pull together for 
the main roads. They can not al! come 
at once, but all will be accomplished 
much sooner by harmonious effort than 
by dividing Into factions. Local ngiits 
retard the general welfare of the coun- 
ty In all things. Let us try to keep a 
Drpeder vision and a belter spirit. 

The situation at present Is that we 
hA Ve a certain amount of the bond is- 
sue, voted by Ihe people to be expend- 
ed on thr road to Hlainc. We believe 
in keeping faith with the people In a 
matter of this kind. The Hlainc road 
waa one or rour named In the court 
orders and In Ihe campaign. The tre- 
mendous majority by which this bond 
Issue carried leaves no. room to doubt 
the will of our citizens. 
The expenditure of this money should 
bu carefully made. The fiscal court 
lias authorized the employment of an 
engineer to locate the road. This Is 
the proper step, and the engineer 
sboii'd lie given a free hand 111 making 
tho location. If competent and hon- 
est. Hit engineer will do the right 
thing. NO other kind of man should 
bu employed. « 

The advice of an engineer consulted 
about this matter Is that what money 
we have for this route should be spent 
on drulnage and permanent culverts, 
with whatever grading there Is that 
j demands Immediate attention. The wis- 
dom nf auch a course is apparent. 
' Drainage is the first and last reguu*e> 
ment of a good road. 

Another very Important move that 
sle.uld be started Is do secure the 
strongest mun posalhle as Representa- 
tive In the Legislature from the Law- 
rence- Klllotl district. The primary of 
next August will nominate and the 
Representative will be elected In No- 
vember. He should be committed to 
devote hie greatest efforts toward get- 
ting the Ulalne road udded to the State 
system, thus bringing State and Fed- 
eral aid to It. 

Thla Is not a wild dream. It is en- 
tirely feasible, unless the present Fed- 
eral law should be changed; but we 
should work for what la In sight, hop- 
ing this will not occur. 

One strong argument Is the fact that 
a Federal aid road in West Virginia 
cornea to Fort Oay, Just across the 
river frijm l^iulsn. This makes an In- 
terstate road. Extended through West 
Liberty and to a connection with the 
present State and Federal system it 
would bo a very Important Inlet and 
outlet for a large territory otherwise 
inaccessible for general travel. Also, it 
would hc the only cross route from the 
Big Sandy Valley directly toward the 
llluegraaa country. 

The Point Route Alao. 

The other road apecilled In the bond 
issue election was up the Holnt to 
Martin county. The fiscal court In- 

"lUlled tills III llle Oedel for elti|ii. iv- 
lng an engineer. This road la entitled 
to the same consideration aa the oili- 
er routes named and should have the 
samo caretul attention. It la not aa 
long or aa difficult as the Blaine road. 
More will bo said about It later.

INDUSTRY GAINS 



OUTPUT IN 1920 IS 4,500,000 TONS 
GREATER THAN IN YEAR 
BEFORE. 



Kentucky's greatest Industry— pro- 
duction of coal— continued Its marvel- 
ous growth in 1»20. Output of the 881 
mines aggregated Sri.OOO.OOO tons, ac- 
cording to an estlmnte made by Ijiw- 
ton Bieiiklnsopp, State .Mine Inspector, 
from reports to his office at Frankfort. 
In 1919 31.G30.000 tons were produced. 
Only four States exceeded Kentucky's 
output. They were: Illinois. West 
Virginia. Pennsylvania and Ohio. 

Without complete reports from 227 
of the 881 mines, reports up to Sep- 
tember L 1920, showed a production of 
23.4lC3.SSD tons In that period the 
leading producing counties were Pike, 
Harlan. Letcher, Muhlenberg and 
Hopkins. Floyd county in the eight 
months period this year 'produced 
1,098,560 tons, with repttrts Incomplete 
from 57 mines, compared .with 1.004.631 
for the entire year 1919.

Kentucky began producing coal in 
1828. and records have hppn fairly *v..ll 
kept since that time. But in the 02 
years from 1828 to 18D0, the State pro- 
tons.! a total of less tons of coal, by 
several millions, than the amount now- 
mined In a single year. It now pro- 
duces as much in two years us it did 
in the entire deende from 1898 to 1907, 
when 70.o00.000 tons were lifted from 
toe mines. 

From 1911 to 1918, inclusive, eight 
years, the State produced 176,105.234 
tons, ns against 167,971,800 tons pro- 
duced in the period from 1828 to 1910, 
Inclusive. 

It Is snld that tho production would 
have been much larger. In both Kast- 
ern and Western fields. U tho ship- 
ping racllltles had been sufficient. The 
'act is that the allotment or cars was

OBSTRUCTIONS TO 
BE CLEARED FOR 
STCEET PAVING 

CITY COUNCIL ORDER8 GAS AND 
SEWER LINE8 CHANGED 
BEFORE MARCH. 



The City Council met Tuesday night.

The Improvement committee was or- 
dered to examine the sprinkling plugs 
and the fire hydranta to ascertain 
those In working condition, with a view 
to making settlement according to the 
Judgment of the County Court. 



Building Roads Will 

Give Large Employment 

The London report says that there 
are a million unemployed men In Eng- 
land and that fully three-tourlhs of 
them have families or others depend- 
ent upon them. The situation is de- 
scribed as being "most grave." The 
government has been appealed to for 
relief. The Labor party haa asked the 
government either to find work for the 
unemployed or to pay eacli man forty 
shillings a week and each woman 
twenty-five shillings, with additional 
allowances for dependents. Reports 
say that the government plans soon to 
provide work for fifty to sixty thou- 
sand on public buildings and that the 
matter of further relief la under care-' 
ful consideration.

CITY RESEMBLES TULSA IN EAR- 
LY DAYS OF BOOM; RIGS 
JAM JOHNSON ROADS. 



(The following article was published 
in the Courier-Journal a few weeks 
apo. It Is one of a series of articles hi- 
lar. Wallace, of the editorial staff. We 
«re a little late In publishing; it, owing 
to the crowded condition of our col 
umnn. but it will be <-ead with Interest 
fry t hose who have not seen it) : 

Paintsville, Ky. — Oil excitement In 
Pain-tsville makes this already solidly 
prosperous mountain city resemble 
Tulsa In the early period of the oil 
boom in Oklahoma. Paintsville is the 
• :*»*«r-av to the great Johnson and Ma- 
goffin county oil Meld. 

The first thing that strikes the eye 
■of the newly arrived in Paintsville is 
the spectacle of teams of oxen haul- 
ing oil rigs through the streets to the 
fields In which wells are being drilled. 
These oxen are of the type which wen- 
seen commonly in the logging tamps 
of Western Kentucky thirty years ago. 
Some of them are "big horns" whose 
Appearance indicates clearly their In- 
heritance of the blood of the Spanish 
cattle which contribute the bulls used 
in the rings of Madrid and Seville. 

The "cows," as they are called in 
cowboy lingo, aw not a native prod- 
uct. They luive been brought in for 
use where the ground is too soft for 
mule or horse teams to work satis- 
factorily and where there are no roads 
over which trucks could haul the heavy 
materia In" used In drilling for oil. Some 
of them are from Texas, where they 
have been in use for the same purpose. 

A team consists of eight or nine 
"yoke" of cattle, sixte-n or eighteen 
oxen. The owners rent them for $8 
per yoke per day. Thus a team costs 
the oil man $64 or $72 a day. Many 
loads must be hauled before the en- 
tire rig for one drilling operation Is on 
the ground. Often the distance is sueh 
'h.it only out- ioxtl « day e:.n be made 
mith oxen. 

Drill, iig Well Expensive. 

Drilling u well is expensive. I am 
told that it costs about $5,000 on the 
•verage to send the drilling bit down 
to the Berea sand, about 1,000 feet be- 
low the surface/ If a dry hole results 
someone or some stock company Is out 
that much. In this field the probabil- 
ity of dry holes is said by oil men to he 
remote. Sensational wells have not 
yet ccme in, but substantia! -producers 
are flowing. 

A lawyer here had a farm a little 
way out of Paintsville, worth about 
$2,000. He leased half of It. OH in 
paying How was struck. He leased 
the other half for a royalty on each 
barrel plus a bonus of $6,000 for per- 
mitting wells to be drilled on his prop- 
erty at a cost of $5,000 each to the 
drillers. 

A group of Paintsville men chipped 
in and bought a 265 -acre tract for $4.- 
000. A well was drilled it proved to 
be a producer. The tract was sold for ! 



ing to stand in the broiling sun, un- 
aware of Its heat, to await the last 
stroke of the drill which then was 
punching thmugh the shale 1,665 feet 
below the surface. Kveryone Is Inter- 
ested intensely in evcryones' well. Re- 
sults are awaited with the tense ex- 
citement that marks the mood of the 
crowd at Churchill Downs when the 
Kentucky Derby is being run. 

Maps In Hotel Studied. 

In the hotel lobbies hang large maps 
of a considerable portion of Johnson 
county showing each farm and Its own- 
ership and whether It has been let on 
lease to an oil company. Men stand- 
ing on chairs with their Angers on the 
map commenting on the situation In 
this and that part of the county are 
discussing nil in the manner In which 
the "forty-niners" must have discuss- 
ed gold. And when oil is struck it is 
quite as good as gold. 
,1 am told of a man who procured a 
lease for $8,000 and was offered al- 
most Immediately $100,000 for his 
rights He refused the offer. 

Johnson county was a steady pro 
ducer of a high-grade domestic coal for 
a good many years before the oil bourn 
began. The coal alill Is going out on a 
basis of handsome profit lo produce 
but oil here and in Magoffin county 
monopolizing everyone's attention. 

It is pleasing to find that the native 
population— Kentuckians who have 
come here and Paintsville men who 
hnve lived here all of tlieir lives — are 
getting profits out of oil. The farmers 
Of this oil region have not been as 
easily persuaded In let go t heir lane 
without a real protil -as most Kentu 
ky owners of coal lands wi re years 
ago when great coal tracts were 
quired by 13a at em interests. 

Paintsville Feels Development. 

Pninisville, already a city of brlpl 
ttreels and numerous handsome homes 
including the residence which the hit 
lohn C. 0. Mayo built when he had lie 
eome u millionaire coul king, is feeling 
in every kind of business the mritien 
of oil development \ hank hfrh h 
deposit! "f 'ess tl--»*t »tv).'>v> ; 
end of the year I91H now has deposits 
of more than $400,000. representing 
mainly small deposits by business o 
stabllshments and Individuals Anotii 
er bank which carritd in June $1.4i)0. 
000 in round numbers, now ba$ dc 
posits of $1,650,000. Acreage which 
used to sell at a very low agricultural 
value, timbering being about over, now 
is on a basis of from $25 to $1,000. 

Some Investigators predict greater 
results here than in the Lee county 
field where acreage has gone as high 
as $30,000. A lease on a SB-acre farm 
brought $100,000 recently. 

A year ago only one well had been 
drilled. 

Nowadays thore Is a traffic Jam of 
oil rig teams between I*alntsville and 
the Oil Springs Held. Fifty or sixty 
wells are being drilled. There is a de 
mand for teams, laborers, contractors 
greater than the supply. All barns are 
full and both cattle and horses are in 
camps. The various midlines and 
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position of a drilling outfit are stack 
ed high about the railroad station 
awaiting delivery. . 

What Paintsville may become with- 
in ten years Is easily foretold by oil 
enthusiasts. It will be another Tulsa. 
I3ven a stranger within the gnte», 'and 
hot In an oil deal, can foresee 'a huge 
development In this lield.

New Vork, Jan. I, — If the financial 
markets ever w.tneaBed a. more Inter- 
esilng state of a.Talrs at the cloae of a 
trying year the oldest Wall street hab- 
itue cannot recall It. The year Juat 
cloaed will be remembered 1 chiefly for 
ita constant credit strain, which at 

Irnea became so serious as to threaten 
a money market disturbance of flrat 
magnitude, and Which unquestionably 
would have developed but for the 
splendid safeguards of the Federal re- 
serve system. 

The HIL'O money market, taking all 
classes of loans, probably averaged 
higher rates than any other 12 months 
in peace times. In the United States 
is In Europe, this was the overshadow- 
ing fatlor, for the credit strain wa-- 
■Uch a'a to force the Federal Rcacrv. 
Hoard tc put the country under a 
system of rationed credit during the 
■renter part of the year. This caused 

rrltation In some quarters, but thos 
m touch with the facts of that extra- 
ordinary year know now that thea 
measure* were necessary, and that the 
upervision for the most part was blgb- 
y intelligent, constructive and aaved 
the December markets from a terrltle 
smash. 

A restricted credit policy for the 
United States of 1920 waa Just as nec- 
essary as was the effort to curtail food 
eonsumpl Ion during the war period. II 
limited food consumption was neces- 
sary to help the nation win the war In 
1917 a properly regulated cYedlt ser- 
vice which llnanced productive indua 
try ahead of everything else was nec- 
essary In order to save this nation 
from a succession of Black Fridays In 
1920. This ia literally true, for the 
.vorld-wlde strain upon credlta was 
greater than the hanks of this country, 
or any other country ever experience.! 
before over so great .in area and for 
such a length of time.— Cincinnati

Bethel Bidge. Ky — The little Metho- 
dist church lure, its chapel seating a 
acant 350 persons, boars the unique 
distlnclion of having .produced more 
than 100 Methodist ministers, accord- 
ing to the Rev. Ollie G. Ragan. super- 
intendent of tbe Southeastern District 
nf the Kentucky Methodist cogfer- 
ence. 

Most of the ministers were membera 
•if two families, the Raguns and God- 
hpya. 

The -atory of the little Casey county 
chapel and the family of ministers, for 
thr Rngans and Godbeya are closely 
related, goea hack 150 years, accord- 
ing to the superintendent. At that 
;ime John Han was the Methodist cir- 
cuit rider of the mountains. 

An Irish family named Ragan lived 
in the Kentucky hills far from any 
Church. The ltev. Han was called when 
the only child of the family died. The 
parents become such friends of the 
Itlrierart minister that they Joined the 
nearest church and later children were 
•dticnted |n it and became ministers. 
From that time until the present their 
descendants have devoted their lives 
to the ministry, according to Mr. Ra- 
gan. 

Among the notable ministers of the 
two families, virtually all of whom 
llrst attended church at Bethel Ridge, 
were the liev. w. B. Qodbey, noted in 
(he mountains as a holiness leader; 
the Rev. W. H. Ragan. the Rev. O. G. 
Ragan, his son, J. G. Ragan, for forty 
year* a mountain preacher, and the 
Rev. L. R. Qodbey, The Rev. J. G. 
Ragan had four sons, all of whom be- 
came ministers, and one daughter.who 
married a minister, the Rev. William 
Oakley. The sons of J. G. Ragan, all 
of whom are living, nre: tho Rev. W. 
B. Ragan, the Rev. J. S. Ragan, Ollle 
G. Ragan, and the Rev. W. H. Ragan. 
Other members of the family In the 
ministry Include the late Rev. W. 'B. 
Qodbey and the Rev. Logan Godhey. —
